tivatorj of fruits, Tinea, etc., ia this COUE- 
try, coinoido iu oiio pnrticular, and that is, 
that HBV7 varieties are uot often ja good or 
ilcBirable as they Love been led to eipect. 
Every fruit cultivator or gardener looii 
back upon more thnn one instance in which 
ho wns uinde (he victim of Korno pomologicfil 
quaok, who forced upon him liia new and 
wonderful plants at most exorbitant prices. 
Tho enterprising gardener is naturally on 
tho lookout for novelties in his line, and 
there are plenty of equally enterprising ed- 
vertisers ami ppdlers who nmko a business 
ef supplying the neiv and the extraordinary 
plants. In tho way of potato novslties, it ii 
DO unusual thing for dealers to sell bushels 
of innocent hut very common tubers at thr.6 
or five dollars n pound; iu vinea a new 
variety, well advertised, is considered cheap 
at live dollars n single plant. 
Thes« are 


often purposely kept in a state of feeblenew, 
so thnt i( they maintain vitality after pass- 
ing into the hftudsof purchasers, it requires 
five or ten years to bring them into bearing. 
Kcw strawberries ami other fruit nre Bold at 
equally exorbitant prices. 


Now, 
if our expectations, based upon tho 


statement of propagators aud venders, were 
fully realized, there would perhaps be no 
reason to compliiin; but unfortunately [there 
are not. 
During ths past twelve year's, we 


nave purchased a large number of the noyel- 
ties in every branch of horticulture, and in 
lucking over t.ic list of (hose condemned as 
worthless, we find it lo bo much larger than 
thnt hi which nre found ths names of those 
worthy (o ho retain::!. After eiperimenting 
with thirty or more now vaiieties of straw- 
b'.-rrii s, Iho conclusion is reached that th« 
old HOVPJ- seedling, in flavor and general ex- 
cellence, remains without a rivn'. For the 
past two years we have cultivated no other 
variety. 
The Concord a-id Delaware grnpei 


must be spoken of in tho same wnv; no now 
varieties havo supplanted them, niid proba- 
bly none ever will. 
.*ny variety of gr«p« 


more delicate or delicious than tho Delaware 
is not adapted to oursoil and cliratto, and 
cannot flourish. It is the very best fruit of 
the vine that can be successfully 
i ultivated 


in any of tho Northern states. 
Tho Early 


Kose potato hns proved a desirable acquisi- 
tion: there aro but few other new kinds that 
nre worthy of attention. 
Considerable pro- 


gress has been made iu cultivating improTed 
varieties of pears, but most of those intro- 
duced within the past ten years nre not 60 
good as we hnd before. 


Undoubtedly there is a limit to excellence, 


in all kinds of fruits, vegetables and flowers. 
This limit is intimately related to climate 
and soil. If we succeed in producing anew 
specimen of some variety, of extraordinary 
delicacy and goodness, it is doubtful if wo 
can secure another, as the plant is usually 
excesdin;; weak 
and delicate, and, lik« 


promising childron.it does uot live to "grow 
up." It ni,iy not bo well to discourage effoit 
iu tho direction of improving our tablo lui- 
uries, but tho prospect is not a very hopeful 
one. 
We have, manifestly, nearly or quite 


rea. bed the limit which nature permits, and 
wo aro led to go buck to some of onr neg 
lected good things, rather than to seek veiy 
earnestly for those which aro better. —[Bos-

Insist 
upon cleanliness at tho mill. Better use a 
hnud mill thnn lako applos to n mill where 
you cannot have thinga dono just ns jou 
want. 
(Irind the applet nnd let tho mash 


stand sonio hours before pressing, stirring 
it to get color, and when one cheese is in 
press havo another ground and 
waiting. 


I'so no water to wot tho straw, but moisten 
it with sweet cider; it requires but little. 
Hun tho cider or "must" directly into cUan, 
sweot, whiskey barrels. 
If thflro is tho least 


smell of muslincss tho barrels ihonld bo 
purified by burning sulphur in thorn. 
If 


they hirvo held cither oidcr or vinegar be- 
fore, ivnsh them out thoroughly with sndi, 
letting them stand for sonio titno with wntor 
in tlioin, rendered alkaline by soda, and 
swash it nrotind iu them frequently, so as to 
romovo tho vinegar from every part. 


Carry thoni home full and place them in 


tho ooolost place available. Then draw out, 
p«rhnps two gallons, to allow space for tho 
wffcrvoscenco to work off without overflow- 
ing during the active fermentation.
